Shanghai (Sunday)—CXP)—Fighting 


along the Woosung front subsided 
early today, but under cover of dark 
ness the Japanese landed troops and 
tanks, guns and ammunition from 
seven transports which 
moved up 


the "Whangpoo late Saturday night 


Somewhere close 
to the China 


coast on the way from Japan more 
transports were bringing additional 
men and supplies 
for the big push 


General Kenkichl 
Uyeda plans to 


start as quickly as his men and ma 
terials are ready 
Saturday's fighting was limited to 


intermittent artillery fire, although 
there was one Japanese raid late in 
the afternoon when 
15 men and a 


sergeant crossed Woosung creek and 
were beaten off by the Chinese de 
fenders They took one captive. 


Through most of the day Woosung 


was protected by a bunding snow 
storm from the Japanese 
aviators 


who nevertheless cohered their us 
ual patrol, dropping 
an occasional 


bomb. 


General Uyeda, who arrived on 


Saturday, said he hoped it would not 
be necessary to increase the scope of 
his operHlo^s against iVoos'ing and 
Chapel, and that he would not do so 
if the Chinese would agree to retire 


Expect Ultimatum 


In Chinese circles it was expected 


the Japanese commander would de 
liver an ultimatum 
before starting 
his offensive, but the force which 
has defended Chapei and Woosung 
under withering artillery fire is de 
termined to stick it out to the last 
man 


At Chinese headquarters 
it was 


said that the defending army had 
been adequately remfoiced to stand 
off the expected attack 


Under cover of 
the storm the 


Chinese prepared their army of 25 
000 men to withstand an assault by 
the Japanese force 
of about the 


same size 


Promising reports of peace negoti 


ations, through the medium of the 
ministers of the United States, Great 
Britain and France also were s'lot to 
pieces when 
Nelson 
J. Johnson, 


American minister, 
who 
arri-ved 


here yesterday with the British and 
French diplomatic 
representatives, 


said he knew of no such peace pros 
pects 


The voice of 100 American resi- 


dents of Shanghai was raised in pro- 
test against the Japanese activities 
in a cablegram to United States Sen 
ator William E Borah at Washing 
ton. Their protest was against what 
they called the violence of Japan s 
methods They feaied, they 
said 


that If Japan were successful world 
reliance would again be placeo. on 
armed forces and the cause of dis 
armament would lose all it gamed 
since the World war.

versations on the reparations prob- 
lem which have been going on since 
January.

Britain have joined m recommend 
ing the new conference with an en 
larged scope to the other

' The object of 
the conference,"

questions raised in the report of the 
basle experts and on measures nec- 
essary to solve the other economic 
and financial difficulties which are 
responsible for, and may 
prolong, 


the present world crisis This decl 
sion was reached in the hope it will 
ease the international situation " 


The foreign office would not com 


ment on the official communique but 
the inclusion of economic questions 
other than reparations indicates the 
conference may become the world 
session which Prime Minister Mac 
Donald and other British statesmen 
have been seeking

Hurley departed abruptly with the 


assertion he would not remain to "be 
called a liar " He was angered at 
a remark made by Senator King (D 
Utah), that the secretary had made 
"untrue" statements •while testify 
Ing on Philippine independence 


His voice ringing out angrily as 


he strode to the door. Hurley ac- 
cused the committee of "conduct- 
ing star chamber proceedings" and 
' brow beating witnesses " 


A little later, however, a meeting 


was arranged In the office of Chair- 
man Bmgham (R , Conn), which re- 
sulted m an amicable settlement of 
the differences 


Bingham, In announcing the settle 


ment, said- 


' Secretary Hurley and 
Senator 


King, meeting with Senatois Pitt- 
man 
(D , Nev.), and Hawes 
(D , 


Mo), have reached a thoroughly 
amicable understanding 


Bingham said each appeared sur-

thrown into the ditch. 


Both shots had been fired at close 


range, the wounds being surrounded 
by powder burns Officers believe he 
was shot in the ditch, for only un 
der the body was there 
any blood 


Death took place several hours be 
fore the body was found 


Neis, unmarried, lived here with 


his mother. Mrs Neis 1 ist saw him 
yesterday morning before she went 
to church. He left during her ab 
sence, she said.

be home for dinner

Rev. Mr. Luccock's congregation 


is made up almost entirely of Amer 
leans. He voiced, he said, the ma- 
jority of all sections of American 
opinion here. 


"The American community here,'; 


he said, "is as far as I know It, un 
animous and Indignant In condemn- 
ing the stupidity and Inhumanity 
that have characterized Japan's en- 
tirely misnamed 'defense' of Shan 
ghai. 


"The official Japanese explana- 


tions of their bombing from the air 
undefended and non-combatant resi- 
dence areas In the Chinese portions 
of Shanghai, and of their terrorism 
in the Honkew area within the In- 
ternational settlement, have carried 
no weight with Shanghai Americans 
or foreign residents generally. 


"There has been for some time a 


general acceptance of the fact that 
the anti-Japanese activities within 
the Shanghai area Included criminal 
offenses for which the 
Japanese 


were entitled to redress and to 
guarantees that were not forthcom- 
ing. Had Japan's resentment found 
expression in eaner and more civiliz- 
ed ways, and had there been the 
slightest indication toward the In- 
ternational cooperation that Is now 
so emphasized in the Japanese offi- 
cial statements, Japan would have 
received considerable support from 
many Americans. 


Resent Tokio Action 


"Indeed, a sizeable section of the 


American community regrets that

world has sunk into the abyss of 
national jealousies, spiritual decad- 
ence, selfishness, greed, and moral 
laxity. Japan is trying to accom- 
plish in the Orient what Germany 
attempted in Europe, and sooner or 
later win suffer just as Germany 
suffered. 
At first European powers 


ignored Japan's action, perhaps sec- 
retly hoping that the United States 
might become embroiled 
and they 


could sell the United States 
and 


Japan g-oods and ammunition just 
as the United 
States 
sold 
them 


goods and ammunition In the "World 
"War. "When, 
apparent that 
China may endanger their own in- 
terests, foreign powers apparently 
see the adviseability of joining with 
us to urge peace. Atrocious as the 
Japanese ravages in China are, they 
will have served one useful pur- 
pose if they show the 
world- the 


necessity for backing up the cause 
of 
international 
co-operation 
for 


peace. 


It would be suicidal for Japan tc 


gQ to war with the United States 
single-handed, and it would be very- 
unwise for the United States to gc 
to war single-handed 
with Japan 


Such a conflict could ^ever be con 
fined, but would very likely become 
a world conflagration. 
It might 


easily mean 
a break-down 
of all 


political 
stability throughout 
the 


world, to be followed by both eco- 
nomic and political anarchy. Japan 
might wage a profitable war upon 
China because that would not cost 
her very much, but she can not long- 
wage such a war without treading 
on others' Interests. 


World At Cross-Beads 
Japan's trade with the United 


States is of utmost importance to 
her very economic existence. Ninety- 
seven per cent of her silk exports go 
to the United States and silk is her 
most important 
industry. "Japan 


could receive no financial support. 
She is already off the gold standard. 
An adverse balance of trade of 139 
million yen was reported for 1931. 
She has a national debt of 6 billion 
yen, 1,500 million yen of which is 
payable to foreign countries in gold. 
She Is not a. -good? risk for the bank- 
ers of Europe or for any country. 
If, indeed, the military authorities 
of Japan have gained the ascend- 
ency over the civil government, she 
may act like a mad dog for a time, 
but in the end even the military 
officials must know that against an 
united front of the 
great powers 


she would face national destruction 
by waging war. 


The world is at the cross-roads. 


The 
Japanese 
situation 
merely 


brings out into the open 
the un- 


derlying decadence of national and 
international morality. It shows to 
every country the necessity for sac- 
rificing 
national 
ambitions, 
jeal- 


ousies, and greed, in ortfer to avoid 
what might become the virtual des- 
truction of civilization. 
Both Eu- 


rope and the United States are faced 
with one of 
two decisions. They 


can 
continue 
along the 
present 


course of national hatred 
and ad- 


vantage-seeking, or they can unite 
on an international plan for peace 
and recovery. 
The whole question 


of war debts, tariffs, the Versailles 
Treaty, armaments, 
and monetary 


standards must 
be thrashed out. 


There is, of course, no present hope 
of disarmament. 
"We 
must first 


abolish the economic and 
spiritual 


causes of war. "What

Statistics of national wealth and national income offer conclusive proof 


that despite its occasional setbacks the United States is steadily progres- 
sing in the general scale of prosperity. 


National wealth for 1930, according to a statement prepared by the 


National Industrial Conference Board, was $323,700,000,000. while national 
income was $71,000,000,000. This would be at the rate of $10,961 capital 
and $2366 income for each'family in the United States. 


Compared with 1929 wealth showed a loss of S.9 per cent, while the de- 


crease in income was 16.4 per cent. This represents shrinkage of values 
and prices and decrease of earning power from 1929 to 1930. The last 
preceding estimate .of national wealth was $320,500,000 in 1922. 


\Vhen we go back to the figures of 1914, however, we see what the RCII- 


, oral progress of the country has been over even a comparatively short 


term of years. In 1914 the wealth of the nation was estimated at $1SV 
600,000,000, this figure being based 011 the distribution of wealth by states j 
and excluding nationally owned wealth. 
| 


On the same basis the wealth in 1930 showed an Increase of 71 per cent. 


Expressed in th© value of 1913 dollars the wealth in 1914 was $189,100,- 
000,000 and that of 1930 $261,000,000,000, an increase of 35 per cent, which 
certainly represents the minimum physical growth of our national assets. 


When we add to this evidence of increasing wealth the fact that the 


increase in the national income for the same 16 years, from 1914 to 1930, 
expressed in the value of the 1930 dollar, was 114 per cent, we get a fair 
understanding of the pace at which, notwithstanding recessions, the na- 
tion has been steadily forging ahead.

Say Group Will Ask 20 Per 


Cent less for Supervisors, 


10 Per Cent for Others 


When the Outagamie-co board ga- 


thers at the courthouse next Tues- 
day for its February meeting, which 
is & continuation of the annual B«» 
slon held last November, it will face 
the problem of setting salaries for 
the next year. And the supervisors 
are predicting that a merry battle 
will ensue. 


Saturday 
morning the 
county 


board salary committee, and mem- 
bers of a special committee named 
to assist the group, were in session 
at the courthouse working on a re- 
port which is to be presented to the 
board. In this report the committee 
will recommend salaries for coun- 
ty officers 
and workers for the 


year. 


Although the 
committee, which 


started its deliberations Friday after- 
noon, was still deeply involved in 
its task this morning it was learned 
definitely that the members are pre- 
paring a report which will provide 
salary cuts averaging about 10 per 
cent. However, the new salary sche- 
dule cannot affect elected 
officers 


and the recommendations for these 
officers therefore cannot be carried 
out until after the new officers, to 
be elected next November, take of- 
fice In 1933. Therefore any salary 
cuts which are made by the county 
board at this time can only affect 
those workers who are engaged in 
the various offices through appoint- 
ment by the board or the various of- 
ficers'. 


• Would Cut Supervisors 


It was reported this morning that 


the salary committee would definite- 
ly recommend a 20 per cent cut in 
the salaries of supervisors, thus re- 
ducing their pay from $5 to $4 per 
day. The supervisors are permitted 
20 days a year, now receiving $100 
for this period. Under the new sche- 
duled they would receive $80. It 
could not be learned if the commit- 
tee would recommend any reduction 
in the pay allowed for committee 
services. 


Recommendations of the salary 


committee, however, do not 
mean 


that their proposal to cut wages will 
be approved by the county board. 
That body has the power either to 
accept or reject the committee's re- 
port and to set salaries whereever 
they chose. There is a large bloc of 
supervisors who are definitely oppos- 
ed to any move to cut salaries at 
this time and this group is expect- 
ed to wage a fight against any re- 
duction. 


Various other routine matters are 


to be transacted by the board which 
will be in session for four days next 
week, as there are that many days 
remaining of the 20 permitted by 
law each year with pay. Of course, 
the board can meet a day or two 
more, if Jt chooses, without pay but 
it is not considered likely that it will 
do so.

GATGH SPEED OF 


METEORS WITH USE 


OF WOBBLE MIRROR 


Cornell and Harvard Sci- 


entists Unfurl Secrets of 
Space 


Flagstaff, 
Ariz. —(IP)— Meteors 


are "writing" on a wobbling astro- 
nomical mirror here 
some of the 


secrets of the depths of space. 


The writing is done with a point 


of light, which is the image of the 
meteor as it flashes through the up- 
per atmosphere. The light is caught 
in a telescope, and as it moves across 
the mirror the wobble does strange 
tricks with the illumination. 


It shows the meteor's speed and 


the angle at which it is approach- 
ing, whether diving toward earth, or 
grazing the atmosphere horizontally. 
The mirror wobbles around 30 times 
a second, like a spinning silver dol- 
lar that is about to stop. 


The result is that if the meteor 


is moving at ordinary speeds, 30 to 
40 miles a second, its image crosses 
the mirror in a series of loops, like 
the handwriting exercises of school 
days. A fast meteor makes a wavy 
line. An exceedingly speedy meteor 
draws a straight line. 


These straight line messages have 


furnished the most interesting infor- 
mation. They mean that the meteor 
is traveling up to 
speeds 
of 100 


miles a second. 


At this speed, says Dr. S. L. Booth- 


royd, professor of astronomy of Cor- 
nell university, who is directing the 
observations, the meteor does not be. 
long to .the gravitational field of the 
sun, but is a visitor from "interstell- 
ar space." These meteors are wan- 
derers from far off star systems. 


In one month the wobble mirror 


has caught about 600 meteors and 
Prof. Boothroyd says fully half of 
them are wanderers from 
distant 
space. 


Even a 100 miles a second they 


must have been traveling for mil- 
lions of years, from long before the 
time of the dinosaurs. 


These meteors are adding confir- 


mation to other astronomical evi- 
dence of the existence of clouds of 
matter in space. The hail of mete- 
oric particles burning to dust daily 
in the, earth's atmosphere is esti- 
mated at 20,000,000, enough to add 
slowly even to the earth's bulk. 


The meteor observations are con- 


ducted jointly by Cornell and Har- 
vard universities. 
George Mussen, 


a Cornell Heckscher Foundation as- 
sistant is helping Dr. Boothroyd with 
the mirror meteors. 


Four Harvard men, Robert Har- 


ris, Rog&r Wilson, Donald Hargrave 
and George Peters are observing me- 
teors which can be seen with the 
unaided eye, and have counted about 
6,000 in three months.

ing, an art of grandmother's day, 
has been regenerated and is now en- 
joying a widespread popularity. 


Inexpensive and cheerful, the dish 


garden can be made a tiny thing of 
natural beauty, and is to gardening 
what the miniature Is to painting. 


Any old dish will do to start such 


a garden, although a deep meat plat- 
ter is one of the best. A sandy soil 
covers the bottom of the plate. Then 
a coat of gravel of small size, pref- 
erably, is placed over the soil. This 
furnishes food for the plants. 


The selection of plants is wide and 


easily obtainable. For one of small 
income, carrots, beets, or 
turnips 


planted in the gravel will shoot up 
tall fronds to furnish vertical lines 
to the garden. 
Moss can then be 


placed around the plants to cover 
the rest of the dish area. A small 
portion of the gravel left exposed 
will give the appearance of a tiny 
pool. 


One or two tiny celluloid swans 


can be placed in thec "pool," while 
-tiny human figures can be set in 
this miniature woodland nook to add 
life to the gardens. 


Dish, Log or Vase 


Of course, dish gardens can be 


made elaborate.

If you put oft making your dish 


garden until summer, all sorts of 
wild plants can be gathered in the 
woods. These include the rattle- 
snake plaintain and wild orchids of 
all kinds, violets, wild lily of the 
valley, many 
kinds of moss 
and 


lichens. But be sure to bring back 
some of the soil in which tho plants 
are found growing. It enables them 
to have their native soil while grow- 
ing in foreign surroundings. 


In planning your garden sow, a 


visit to your florist will provide you 
with many of the little plants for it. 
He probably can sell you some Irish 
moss, sedum, alpestris, Chinese e\- 
ergreens, 
euphorbia, 
sensivieria, 


cactus and others. 


Chinese Atmosphere 


If you plan an elaborate garden, 


you can enhance its appearance with 
a Chinese pagoda and bridge In the 
background with some tiny Chinese 
figures grouped in the center around 
a pool, In planting the garden, place 
the plants in position and force the 
earth firmly around the roots. Crowd 
moss around the stems until the 
entire surface is carpeted with its 
green coat. 
Then soak down the 


whole garden with a light spray of 
•\\ater and then leave it to grow by 
itself. The only care it will need 
is regular watering, as the dry air of 
the house is apt to cause it to dia. 
Some unusual arrangements 
can 


be had by confining the garden to 
cactus only. In this case the cactus 
is set in a white sand, to imitate. 
its native surroundings. A minia- 
ture rock garden can be made by 
setting the plants between 
large 
stones.

One of tta most impressive scenes of tne revolutionary period took place when Washington, wheeling his horse under an elm 


on Cambridge common, drew his sword and took command of the troops investing Boston, July 3, 1775. 


Until he was past 40, "Washington gave few signs of 


greatness In either state or national politics. 


H« played a silent part In the House of Burgesses. He 


was present when Patrick Henry Introduced his resolu- 
tion against the Stamp Act, In 1765, and he said he would 
shoulder his musket whenever his country, needed him. 
But It was not until the first provincial legislature con- 
vened In 1774 that he won praise for declaring, "I will 
raise 1000 men, subsist them at my own expense, and 
march myself at their head for the relief of Boston." The 


Boston Tea Party had focused his Interest on the cry for 
Independence. 


The Virginia provincial convention Immediately elected 


him a delegate to the first Continental Congress. His na- 
tional career really began when the Congress convened 
in Philadelphia on Sept. 5, 1774.

Even then he utterly opposed the idea of independence, 


although he declared that he was determined never to 
submit "to the loss of those valuable rights and privileges 
which are essential to the life of every free state and 


without which life, liberty and property are rendered to- 
tally Insecure." 


"Washington's selection as commander-m-chief of the 


revolutionary army, following closely on the heels of the 
first fighting, was the result of a political bargain by 
which New England offered the- chief command as her 
price for the adoption and support of the New England 
Army.

Jamas G. Kimberly, president of the 


Neenah Paper Company and vice-presi- 
dent of the great Kimberly-Clark Com- 
pany, has quit Wisconsin because of 
its tendency, as he states, to "soak the 
rich." 


He declares he knows of others tak- 


ing the same course although it is gen- 
erally done unobtrusively. 


Wisconsin has, it is true, lost a num- 


ber of men of wealth who, honestly 
convinced that the state was heading 
straight for Socialism, .quietly struck 
their tents, packed their goods and left. 


When Mr. Kimberly was asked who 


was going to pay the heavy taxes if 
people of means left the state he de- 
clared: "I suppose the net result will 
be that the others will have to pay 
them." Of course, the answer is ob- 
viously true. 


We doubt very much whether it is 


the laws already passed in Wisconsin 
that have been instrumental in driving 
wealth out of the state. We incline 
strongly to the opinion that it is laws 
that are proposed to the legislature and 
fail to pass, although sometimes by but 
a hair's breadth. 


When a law is proposed to add a 30 


per cent surtax to a normal 7 per cent 
state tax and the lawmakers shut their 
eyes- to the fact that the same individ- 
ual is paying a normal federal tax of 5 
per cent and a federal surtax of 20 per 
cent which is now to be again raised— 
and those very same officials are tell- 
ing the world that Wisconsin is in the 
best shape in the Union, and their In- 
terim Committee is declaring without 
a dissenting vote that there is no need 
to raise and expend such a vast amount 
of money, a situation is created where 
a wealthy man may find himself unable 
to escape the conclusion that his so- 
ciety is not wanted, that the attempt 
is merely to raise his taxes unneces- 
sarily. 


Mr. Kimberly is probably a straight 


thinker and a straight talker. But he 
doesn't know what goes on in legisla- 
tures. He doesn't realize that many as- 
semblymen probably voted for the gov- 
ernor's bill at the last session because 
they knew it wouldn't pass. 


Most of these men of wealth are, 


whether mistakenly or not, firmly con- 
vinced that many proposals in Wiscon- 
sin are insincere, impractical and are 
following out socialistic will-o'-the- 
wisps although under the mask of an- 
other party. 


When Wisconsin loses people like 


Mr. Kimberly the taxes they pay, while 
desirable enough, constitute a very 
small part of the loss. The state in 
fact loses their entire fortunes because 
their resources are always available 
for the support and advancement of 
legitimate 
business proposals, the 


building and spreading of communi- 
ties, the protection of those communi- 
ties, their industries and their people 
in distress, together with all the far- 
reaching values that go out into agri- 
cultural communities in the creation 
of business and markets for farmers. 


These aids to all of us are seldom 


realized or even thought to exist. Wis- 
consin even loses the fine inheritance 
tax it would get upon Mr. Kimberly's 
death, perhaps as much as the amount 
jeopardized in one gulp at the Capital 
City Bank. 


While it must be perfectly apparent 


that a state cannot toady to the wealthy 
it plainly cannot keep them if they are 
to be merely singled out for reprisal. 


BAWLING OUT THE DOCTOR

fraternity in Chicago where the doctor 
resides.

i ed a form of bootlegging.

>jtof |t guiltjr pf unethical conduct. Pro- 


fessional societies have a way of chas- 
tising members for anything as hideous 
as that. 


The doctor should apologize because 


in fact he had made a great blunden 
He shouldn't have said 90 per cent. 
Certainly it must be more than that. 


GETTING AT THE FACTS 


Several important things stand out 


plainly in the Capital City Bank fail- 
ure. Several equally important ques- 
tions remain unanswered. 


The state treasurer appears to have 


breached a statute passed by the peo- 
ple regulating the care of public mon- 
eys. It is a significant thing to note 
that while he put hundreds of thou- 
sands of the people's money in this 
crippled bank, his own bank, the Com- 
mercial National of Madison, took $50,- 
000 worth of security Avhen it let the 
Capital City Bank have $35,000 of its 
money. We ought at least to have as 
much protection for the people's money 
as. for personal moneys. 


There is no evidence, as yet, to jus- 


tify putting blame on others than the 
treasurer. 
It would be interesting 


however to know whether or not Mr. 
Levitan took the full responsibility of 
his acts or whether he was urged and 
jounseled to do so by others, and if so 
whom. 


He has not spoken_. and apparently 


will not speak. 


We also find that this closed bank 


loaned $60,000 to one of its officers 
who put up as collateral 16 shares of 
its own stock. 


The people of the state through the 


legislature, and under a constitution 
which requires a two-thirds vote of 
that legislature, have specifically pro- 
hibited such a transaction for reasons 
too plain to mention. 


Carefully too have the people drawn 


laws to prevent banks from spend- 
ing too much money on their own 
buildings. They can invest no more 
than the face figure of one-half their 
capital and surplus. That gave the 
Madison bank $125,000 for a build-' 
ing, but it wanted a better one. 
It formed a realty corporation, kept 
all its stock, had the realty company 
put out a bond issue of $225,000, of 
which it took $200,000, and then, 
since the building was an expensive 
one, loaned the realty company over 
$100,000 more. That made the build- 
ing cost the bank nearly - three times 
the amount permitted by statute. And 
all of this wild financing and utter dis- 
regard for law within a stone's throw 
of the capitol building of Wisconsin. 


Here were things not the fault 


of the state treasurer, the gover- 
nor, the attorney-general or anyone else 
excepting the banking commissioner's 
office. The present banking commis- 
sioner says he never examined the Cap- 
ital City Bank. The public is curious 
to know who did and to look over the 
report that was made to the banking 
commissioner. Were these violations of 
law reported? What was done about 
them? And if nothing, why? 


With excellent laws but lax en- 


forcement we get nowhere. 


All the more evident and crying be- 


comes the need for alert and capable 
men in office.

HEALTHY CARRIERS OF MEN- 


INGITIS 


Since the germ 
of poliomyelitis 


(infantile paralysis) 
has not been 


found we cannot 
say 
definitely 


whether healthy persons who come 
into close contact with the sick pa- 
tient can become carriers of the dis- 
ease, but we believe this is the ex- 
planation for many otherwise mys- 
terious outbreaks. 


The term of cerebro-spinal menin- 
gitis (brain fever) has been identified 
and is readily isolated from the nose 
or throat of the sick patient. There 
can be no question that healthy car- 
riers of the meningitis 
germ are 


largely responsible for the spread of 
this disease in the community. It is 
not difficult nor at all unusual to de- 
tect these healthy meningitis carri- 
ers with the goods on 'em. 


Approximately one out of every 


10 healthy persons in contact with 
the meningitis patient 
becomes a 
carrier, at least for 
a short time. 


They are capable of carrying the in- 
fection to third persons for a period 
of two or three weeks, as a rule. Af- 
ter that they cease to 
harbor and 


give off the meningitis germs (men- 
ingococci, diplococcus of meningitis.) 
Among 15,257 soldiers 
in an army 


camp where a meningitis 
epidemic 


occurred 672 were found to be carri- 
ers 
of the meningitis 
germ, tho 


themselves not sick, but only a doz- 
en of these carriers 
harbored the 


germs for more than 12 weeks. 


The lesson for the public to learn 


from these scientific 
facts is that 


relatives, attendants or visitors may 
Innocently carry disease meningitis 
altho not themselves ill. 


It is worth noting that the menin- 


gitis germs are harbored and given 
off from the nose or throat of the 
meningitis patient or the meningitis 
carrier. 


In other words epidemic cerebro- 


spinal meningitis (known to the old- 
er generation as brain fever) is one 
of the common 
respiratory infec- 
tions. 


When you or I catch crl— as I call 


it, tho you may lay back your long 
ears and call it a common cold if you 
will — no one, not even a physician, 
can tell -whether the 
illness will 


prove to be meningitis. If the physi- 
cian declares it Is "just a 
common 


cold" he is guessing, of course, and 
fortunately his guess is good in the 
majority of cases 
if by "common 


cold" ho means some insignificant 
Indisposition. When tho gueas hap- 
pens to bo bad and the Illness proves 
to be very serious, well, the physi- 
cian's bad guess Is forgotten in the 
excitement of events. 


The health authorities 
seem to 


think that the custom oC shaking 
hands is a means of spreading epi- 
demic meningitis. Also they regard 
the dish washing arrangements in 
the army camps as a likely medium 
of such- infection. 
Of course they 


have no scientific 
foundation for 


thinking so. 


I have a great deal of confidence 


in the 
antiseptic or disinfectant 


value of plain soap and water. 
I 


don't believe any respiratory infec- 
tion, bo it meningitis. Infantile pa- 
ralysis, pneumonia, influenza, dlph 
therla or measles is spread by shak- 
ing hands or by the common use of 
eating utensils. Practically the only 
way in which these diseases are 
spread Is via the mouth spray or 
nose and throat secretions, In my 
opinion.

The standard corn cure will soften 
and remove callus or wart as well as 
corn—paint it once daily for'a week 
or 10 days with solution of thirty 
grains (30 gr.) salicylic acid in one- 
half ounce (5 oz.) flexible collodion. 
Keep liquid off neck of vial and keep 
vial tightly stoppered, else the liquid 
hardens into unwleldly 
gum from 


evaporation of alcohol and ether.

It Is hard to believe that in this 


day of freedom, «ven license, 
tor 


children, that there are parents who 
hold their children too long, and too 
sternly, In leash. Judging by the let- 
ters I receive there are not a few of 
them making that mistake. 


"I wioh you would write or speak 


on the radio about letting me have 
some fun. I am fourteen years old. 
A big, strong, healthy boy and I can 
play games better than any of the 
boys around. Only a couple of them 
can beat me and they can't do It ev- 
ery time. But my father won't give 
me a chance. He's awful strict. I 
have to come right 
home 
from 


school. He leaves work for me and 
I have to have It done before 
he 


gets home. That means I never get 
a chance to play with the boys after 
school not even on Saturdays. 
I 


don't mind working but I think I 
ought to get an hour off each day to 
play. Don't you?" 


Yes, I do. Every boy, and every 


girl, needs two hours a day to play 
in the open air. I think it Is all right 
to have chores. Any boy worth his 
salt ought to be a real help about 
the place. It isn't fair to leave all 
the odd jobs for father to do when 
he gets home. Mother needs a 
lift 


with the errands and little odd jobs, 
too. But all of them could be done 
if the program 
was properly 
set 
dowi. 


You see, father, this is a boy. Boys 


are not little men. They are Just 
what they are, boys. If you 
give 


them a chance to be real boys, and 
that means a lot of noise, 
games, 


fun, play, and good times, a good 
school day, a couple of hours chores, 
a good night's sleep and a pleasant 
home, they grow into 
successful 


men. If they aren't allowed to be

Hollywood—(CPA)—if an epidemic 


of falling hair hit France, Germany 
and Austria, It would be Hollywood 
that would suffer most. Approxi- 
mately 12,000 French, German and 
Austrian women are at this moment 
growing long hair for the toupees 
and wigs or motion picture actors. 


The women, mostly of the peasant 


class, get from $50 to $100 for a 
single crop of hair, the price depend- 
ing on the texture, length, color and 
thickness. 
The hair, 
clipped an- 


nually, brings the women at least 
as much as they could get for a 
month's work in a factory. 


Ernest Westmore, chief makeup 


artist at the 
RKO-Radio studios, 


said- today that there are eight dis- 
tributing agenices for hair in Eu- 
rope. 
These eight agencies ship 


annually about 4000 pounds of hair 
and a large portion of it comes to 
Hollywood. The average amount of 
hair from each woman's head Is 
from -four to six ounces and the 
price remains steady at from $10 to 
$25 on ounce. In Hollywood the Im- 
ported hair Is used for characteriza- 
tions, for beards as well as for wigs 
and toupees. 
In "Cimarron" about

frontier characters.

Trench mouth or Vincent's disease altho known 


since 1883 assumed startling significance during 
the World "War. The French and English troops 
were especially troubled with it while in the 
trenches. 


Until recent years it was often confused with 


diphtheria, pyorrhea, and other mouth infections. 
It is transmitted by contact with the organism thru 
kissing, use of common towels, drinking cups, etc., 
or may originally come from sinus or tonsillar in- 
fections, as well as the gum margins or elsewhere 
in the mouth. Trench mouth is usually quite pain- 
ful. 
The tooth brush, coarse foods, or even tongue 


pressure in advanced cases causes bleeding as well 
as pain. 


* 
A metallic taste and characteristic odor on the 


breath are usually associated with the disease. The 
destruction of the gum tissue and adjacent bone 
about the teeth may result in their early loss. Fre- 
quently difficulty and .pain in swallowing, loss of 
appetite, coating of the tongue, thickening of the 
saliva, rise in bodily temperature and quickening of 
the pulse are conspicuous symptoms with both the 
acute and chronic forms of this infection. 


Briefly, some of the causes which predispose the 


mouth to Vincent's disease are: Irritation from 
tartar accumulations, 
decayed and irregular or 


sharp teeth, irritation from tobacco, decomposing 
particles of food around "the gums and teeth, or 
other unhygienic conditions. Bruised gum tissue 
about unerupted wisdom teeth, or improper brush- 
ing are also sources of predisposition. 


Constitutional ailments such as faulty diet,' alco- 


holism, diabetes, or any of the so-called wasting dis- 
eases are all important factors deserving consider- 
ation in both preventing and treating of this dis- 
ease. 


Likewise, absorption of poisons thru the blood 


channels, into the stomach in the act of swallowing, 
or into the bronchi and lungs by aspiration or in- 
haling, with resultant pulmonary complications, 
may all be responsible complications leading to tem- 
porary or prolonged invalidism. 


Government reports and medical statistics show 


this disease to be more prevalent during the months 
of February and March.

experts pointed out today. The in- 
crease voted by the state senate in / 
the New Tork tax, from 2 to 4 cents 
a share, was expected, and in all 
probability this move will be follow- 
ed by Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, 
South Carolina and Florida, -which 
have similar levies. 


Two reasons were assigned for the 


belief that other 
states will adopt 


this form of tax. 
In the first place, 


all of the states need additional rev- 
enue, and, secondly, the stock trans- 
fer tax could be used- to replace the 
amount lost by some of them under 
the supreme court's recent decision 
prohibiting double inheritance taxes. 


On Jan. 4 the supreme court held 


that a death tax on shares of stock 
may be imposed only in the place 
where the decendent resided. This 
deprived several of the states of a 
prolific source of revenue. In Kan- 
sas, for example, an Inheritance tax 
was Imposed upon the transfer oC 
all shares of stock of the Sante Pe 
railroad, even 
through the owner 


had resided in New lork or some 
other state.

York impose a stock transfer tax? 
It should be remembered, 
In this 


connection, that the federal 
govern- 


ment is almost sure to increase the 
federal levy from 2 cents to at least 
3 and possibly 4 cents a share. 


While the yield 
from the New 


Tork tax can not be compared to 
that received under 
some of the 


state's other levies, it amounts to a 
substantial sum.

the stock exchange, more than ?40,- 
000,000 was realized. Last year, the 
state's revenue from the tax was 
only about $18,400,000.
